Captain Howard Ordered to Release 
the Newfoundland Vessels Seized 
Off Labrador. 



Controller Wallace Leaving for British 
Columbia — Declines the Cus- 
toms Commissionership. 



(Krom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 6.— Official oommunica- 
tiona were exchanged to-day with parties 
In Newfoundland representing the ownera 
of the veaaela seized on the Labrador coaat 
by Captain Howard. Aa the reaultr of rep- 
resentations from St. Johna, the controller 
of customs has wired inatruotion to Captain 
Howard to release the veaaela aeized and to 
report fully the partioulara to the depart- 
ment. The noting premier received a cable 
from tho law firm of Morrison & Morine, 
and in reply Sir Adolph wired that he had 
referred the caae to the controller of oustoma 
and hoped Mr. Wallace's deoiaion would 
pnt an end to the whole difficulty. 

Controller Wood haa declined to reaoind 
the recent order permitting scoured wheat 
to be mixed with No. 1 hard. The board ofs 
trade of Toronto and Montreal approve of 
the order, but the Dominion Millers' Asso- 
ciation do not want it. Mr. Wood saya the 
quality or price of the grain will not be 
affected by the concession. On tho other 
hand if mixing is not allowed, thousands of 
bushels would find their way to the Bea- 
board via Duluth instead of through Cana- 
dian territory. 

Controller Wallace leaves for British 
Columbia to-morrow to inspoob tho outporta 
along tho frontier. 

Mr. Kilvert, collector of customs at 
Hamilton, has doolinod the position of com- 
missioner at 0;tawa. Chief Inspector Mo- 
Michael is acting commissioner, but will not 
accept the ofT-oe permanently, whioh is re- 
garded aa about tho hardest situation in tho 
public Borvloe. ' 

THE KAISER AND SOCIALISM. 

Anxiety of the Imperial Mlnd;Over the Mag- 
nitude and Vitality of the Party. 

London, Sopt. 6 — An editorial in the 
Timos, commenting on Emperor William's 
appeal to the Guards against tho Socialists, 
says : It la easy to attach an exaggerated 
importance to auoh a phraso, uttered in the 
heat of a patriotic addreBS. Tho occasion 
was ono of national rejoioing, and it is 
hardly conceivable that it waB moant to con- 
vey a direct throat of military action. All 
tho same it ia important, aa revealing the 
anxiety of tho imperial mind over the mag- 
nitude and vitality of the socialist party. 
If the Emporor'a speeches shall load the 
middle classes to meditate seriously upon 
tho danger of aooialism, the quostion will 
be settled wlthoub invoking tho Guards, or 
even resorting to the antiquated and futilo 
expedient of preaa prooedure, except for in- 
citement to orimo. 

A Berlin dispatch to tho Timea eaya that 
tho prohibited Sedan souiallstio meetings 
were held yostorday. Herr Auer, in apeak- 
log, declared that the Socialists worn not 
onomics of tho empire, and that if a fresh 
w*r were to break out with France on ao- 
count of the imperial provincoa of Alsace- 
Lorraine, the German Sooialiata would cor- 
talnly not agree to the oeaalon of tho pro- 
vince. 

Tho Vorwaerta deolareathat It will appeal 
against tho now attack on the freedom of the 
proaa. 

Ottawa, Sept. 6.— Prof. E. Stono Wig- 
gins la out with a prediction. Ho Bays that 
owing to tho conjunction of tho Heavenly 
bodies, there will be a repetition 
tbia month of tho groat atorma of 
1883. The ooming storm will broak 
out on tho Paolfio ooean on the 
17th inst., and will culminate In the Atlan- 
tic on the 21st. Both coasts of tho Ameri- 
can oontinent will be dangerous for shipping 
during the period mentioned.

Fighting in Cuba-McUarthyite Candi- 
date Elected in South Kerry— 
Wilhelm at Stettin. 



London, Sept. 6 — Chauncey M. Depew, 
who has just arrived in London, talked in a 
characteristic way of his experiences, as ha 
sat in a room in tho Savoy to-night. Re- 
garding his trip, Mr. Depew Baid : " I had 
the usual good time at Hamburg, where I 
dined twice with the Prince of WaloB. 
From there I went to LourdeB and 
saw a miraule — at least they called 
it a miracle. I made quite a 
long tour also in Germany, Franco 
and Bolgium. There is a groat improvement 
In business manifest in all three of those 
countries and likewise in England. The 
whole world will experienoo an ora of pros- 
perity In the next five or six years, the Uni- 
ted States especially. Indeed, it has already 
Btartod. We have just reaped the greatest 
crops In our history. Wages are voluntarily 
being increased, and our securities 
are increasing in value and are being Bought 
by foreign investors. I find that Europe is 
rapidly regaining confidence in American 
securities." Mr. Depew waB aBked by 
hla interviewer what his observation , 
showed to be the status of tho Irish 
question, to which ho replied : " I 
think the Conservatives who have 
oomo into power in England will give Ire- 
land Homo Rule in soma shape, probably 
jnst as good as the Liberala would have 
given. Liko ourselves the Euglish are pe- 
culiar, and want to be fooled. It la not the 
medioino to whioh they object, providing 
the label on the bottle is satisfactory." 

Advices received from Havana confirm 
yesterday's advices that the insurgents 
attaoked a Spanish convoy under command 
of General Linarres between Santiago and 
Venta Casono. The fighting 1b said to have 
lasted an hour. The insurgents had aeven 
killed and the Spanieh had two officers and 
five Boldiers killed and twenty-one wounded. 

At the tradea union congress at Cardiff 
to-day a resolution was passed unanimously 
protesting against Emperor William's inter- 
ference with the liberty of the press, and 
expresaing sympathy with the workingmen 
of Germany in their struggle for liberty. 

At a banquet this afternoon at Stettin, Herr 
Koeller, president of the provincial diet, 
proposed a toast to the Emperor and Em- 
press, in which he expressed the loyalty of 
Pomerania in prosperity and adversity. In 
conclusion he called for three oheera for their 
majesties. 

Herr Fischer, secretary to the minieter of 
the interior, was found dead to-day in a 
wood at the outeklrtoa of Buda Pesth with a 
bullet wound in his body. It ia supposed 
that he waa murdered as hia watch and 
ohaln were gone. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
Newa Bays that cholera is raging at Broussa 
and that forty deaths ooanrred daily. 
Brouaia is a city of Aaia Minor, about fifty- 
seven miles aoutheaat of Constantinople. 

The Standard announcea tho auBpeneion of 
tho Banco Potoai, of Sucre, Bolivia, due to 
large advanoea to the silver mining intereata. 

Rb. Hon. Jamea Lowther, M.P., presided 
at a meeting to-day at whioh it waa reaolved 
to address a manifesto to the English people 
in favor of the adoption of a protective 
polioy with preferential treatment in favor 
of British colonies. 

The parliamentary eleotion in South 
Kerry, where bo muoh bitterness was caused 
by the nomination of a candidate by the 
Healyltes in opposition to a candidate pre- 
viously put forward by the followers of Mr. 
McCarthy, has resulted in the oholce of 
Farrell, tho MoCarthylto nominee, by 1,209 
votes againB 474 votes oast for Murphy, the 
Healyite candidate. 

The mortgage bondholders ' of the New 
York, Pennsylvania & Ohio Railway Com- 
pany have decided to authorize foreclosure 
proceedings and accept the proposition con- 
tained in the Erie reorganization plan re- 
cently formulated by J. P. Morgan & Co., of 
Now York and London.

They are wide- 
awake men of business brains, and tbey are 
muoh interested in our country. They aee 
tho trade of Ibis great country — thoy recog- 
nize its greatness by coming hero — diverted 
from the channel they would like to Bee it 
take, Vtotoriawards, and they are coming 
here to ask and to ascertain tho reason. 

They will find many reasons. They want 
the trade of this city and country. To get 
it they will have to compete with the States 
in priceB, but that should be eaay, since 
they aro on the Bea, there are no duties. 
They will 1)9 oompollod to overcome the 
mattor of quick transportation from Spok- 
ane and other points in the States, which ir, 
perhaps, thilmo^timpor' ant question. Hera 
tofore, and now, the business man who 
bought at ninety days, wou'cl r ften be com- 
pelled to pay his draft long before the goods 
arrived, and long before ho had an oppor- 
tunity to turn them. Then the distance ia 
great, tho risk increased, and orodit corres- 
podingly hard to got. 

It Ib to talk over with us all those matters 
with a view to finding tho remedy that this 
party of gentlemen are coming. What aro 
their plans, if they havo any at this time, 
we know not. They may build some rail- 
road ; or they may establish warehouses 
and wholesale stores. Whatever they have 
to offer, we may find it to our advantage to 
consider. 

Then it must be remombered that Kaslo 
has some wants as well. We want a water 
system. Many cf those men have money to 
invest. We wont a oharterod hank. The 
recommendation of any one of several of 
these gentlemen would, added to our efforts, 
bring the coveted institution. We wanb a 
better mail service. Many of these gentle- 
men stand high with the powers that be. 
We want a big smelter. They have and re- 
present capital. 

Whether we do buaineBs with them or nob 
our Victoria visitors are good people to 
know.

BRITISH COLUMBIANS ABROAD. 

Mr. J. B. McKHlican Tells of His accent 
Trip— Provincial Prospects 
Bright. 

Mr. J. B. MoKIUigan arrived from Eng- 
land on Thursday evening whither ho had 
been on a business trip in connection with 
the Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Co. He cannot at present give any inform- 
ation about tramway business until ho has 
laid the result of his mission beforo the di- 
rectors of tho company. Ho had a pleasant 
trip, and saw many British Columbians In 
London at the Hotel Motropole, where he 
was a guest. He aaw Hon. Premier Tumor, 
who was just recovering from a rather s6vero 
illness, and thon expected to return to Vic- 
toria in a few woeks. Mr. Tumor Bpoko 
hopefully of tho futuro of tho province and 
seemed quite satisfied with his visit to Lon- 
don. Mr. McKilligan also mot H. 1) Helmo- 
kon M. P. P. , Frank Barnard M P., Dr. Po woll, 
and others. Ho alHo saw Col. Kane, who 
appeared (juito cheerful and confident in con- 
nection with railway matters und expected 
soon to pay Victoria a visit. 

,Mr. McKilligan called several times at the 
offioo of 'h-i Agent Gonoral and found that 
Hon. Mr. Vernon was doing very good work 
in making tho resources of the provinoe 
known, especially amongst tho moniod class- 
es. Tho now ollici s of tho Agent Gonoral t re 
at 39 Viotoria Btreot, close to all the othor 
colonial offioes and quito convenient of ac- 
cess to all parts of the city. Hon. Mr. Ver- 
non is kept quito busy overy day answering 
inquiries and has diatrlbutod, through means 
of advertising ogoncies, a largo number of 
tho handbooks, " Rooourcoa of li C." and 
other printed matter, and theao are 
alao oalled fur by numoroua inquirers every 
week. A great interost is loing takon in 
the n.ining resources of tho provinco, and ro- 
cently two firms havo, through Hon. Mr. 
Vernon's exortiona, agreed to send out their 
agonts to oxamino mining properties ; be- 
sides these, several gontlomon with oapital 
behind them aro coming out to secure mining 
claims. 

The loading mining journals are begin- 
ning to take an Intercut In British Columbia, 
and although it is up hill work, Hon, Mr. 
Vornon Is confident that a gond doal of capi- 
tal will bo sent out from Kogland to de- 
velop mining and othor properties. Tho 
officoB of tho Agont Gonoral havo all tho re- 
cent maps of tho provinco and provincial 
newspapers and hooka of reference, and 
every facility is given to oailors to get reli- 
able information, whilotho Agont-Goneral is 
at IiIb post daily and is ovldontly in earnest 
to mike his oflioo of tho gro&tost uao to the 
province. 

" And no doubt," att y 8 Mr. McKilligan, 
*' his speoial knowlodgo of what 1b nooded 
here and his intimato acquaintance with all 
parts of the ooup.try are helping greatly to 
interest capitalists to como and see for 
thomaelves what thia country has to offer. 
Mr. Barton, tho assistant in the office, is 



alwaya affable and willing to give informa- 
tion. " 

During Mr. McKilligan's stay in Kogland 
ho beard of several large amounts that had 
been secured for tho development of the 
provinco — but until Bomo good paying mines 
havo been quoted on the markot he bolievoe 
thoro will be no great rush of capital to 
British Columbia. Everything poiuts to an 
early realization of this important step, and 
tho aoonor somo really good roiiultr of a pay- 
ing mine are placod before the London mar- 
ket tho better. Since tho recent sweeping 
victory of tho Conservative party in En;; 
land thero is a very marked return of con- 
fidence amongst investors, and prosperous 
times aro expected.

Decided lucrease Over the Trade of 
Last Year— Prices Average 
Lower. 

Failures for the Week— Bank deal- 
ings In the Dominion of 
Canada. 



Nkw Vork, Sepb. li. — R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
reviowsaya: There is no real cessation in 
buainoss. Tho gaina which were recognized 
as temporary are vanishing ; but there re- 
mains a decided increase over last year at 
this dato, although prices average 8 8 per 
cent. lower than a year ago. Ib noods no 
keen observer to seo that the reaction ugainet 
the rapid advance of prices Ib strong. Hldoa 
were fjrat to rise, but a docided break haa 
come; cike was suddenly raised to $1 40, 
but his recently sold at $1.10; wheat 
jumped ovor twenty cents to 84 oenta, but 
is nu.v slow cf Bale at ubju; (ij cent" ; wool 
haa lDBt about an oighth of a cent iu the 
average price within the paat foi uight. 
Iron c till riacs, the miners Btrike having hin- 
deredehipmenta; oottonlsstrongbuthas paus- 
ed. Tho general tendency to ourtail purchases 
where priceB have nob advanced grows 
clearer in boots and shoes, in wool and some 
produots of iron. Tho combinations have 
again advanced the prices of b jr iron $2 per 
ton and of wiro nails 20 cents per keg, while 
Bessemer is quoted at $17 40 ab Pittsburg, 
and EaBtern manufacturers from imported 
ore have again oommenctd to supply West- 
ern customers. Copper and tin are also 
weaker with largo suppliea. In tho boob 
and ahoe induatry many ahops aro dlBcharg- 
ing hands, and in woollen manufacturers' 
work are closing for wanb of orders. The 
sales lof wool, whioh averaged over ten mil- 
lion pounds per week when groat specula- 
tion stocks wore being taken, have shrunk 
to 5,380,500 for the week against 7.570,300 
for tho Bame week in 1893. • The 
brightest feature in all the horizon is the 
certainty that the crop of corn will be enor- 
mous. Frosts can only affect a email frac- 
tion and tho surplus will go into tho manu- 
facture of meats. The' latest reportB of 
wheat threahing induced the beat Western 
judgea to raiae their estimates of the yield 
ovor 40,000,000 With 450,000,000 buahela 
added to 75,000,000 bushels brought ovor, 
the supply will exceed nil probablo demands. 
The price has again dropped about three 
cents. Pacific shipments continue large. 
Cotton rOBO from 8.10 cents for spot 
iaat woek toS.25 on Tuosday, but haa sinco 
been weak. The failures for tho week have 
been 186 in tho United Spates ogainst 219 
last year, and in Canada 3.8 against 47 last 
year.

President Jennings in wel- 
coming tho Amorican delegates, said that 
although geographically dividod, tho work- 
ora of America, Great Britain and Irelund 
are united on all Important questions point- 
ing to the elovation of their olasB.

Gompors, replying to the addreBS of Presi- 
dent Jenkins, epike of tho eolidority of fool- 
ing and sympathy that existed among tho 
tradeB unioub >,( tho oof.ntrioa repreaonted 
in thia congress. He Baid they were of ono 
blood and had a common heritage. Ho 
looked forward to tho day when all workors 
speaking tho Euglieh languago would unite 
with tho workers of all countries struggling 
onward to tho attainment of that end for 
whioh tho whole past bad been a perpetual 
endeavor, with an intensity of purpoao that 
would insure tho accomplishment of groat 
results. Gompers said ho believed tho Brit- 
ish trades union congress and tho American 
Fodoration of Labor would comporo favor- 
ably with tho British parliament or the 
Amerioan congreaa.

THB LA W DISREGARDED. 

Aldormou Macmtllan and Cameron in- let- 
ting a oontraot of over ouo thousand dollars 
to an importer of foreign sower pipo acted 
in direct contravention of both tho city by- 
law and the Municipal Aot of 1S92. Tho 
law is so olear and so explicit that there can 
be no possible excuse for violating it. Tho 
following is subaootion (c) of section 20 of 
tho " By-law to regulato the proceedings In 
the Municipal Couuoil of the City of Vic- 
toria and in tho committees thereof " : 

The Mayor shall have power to appoinb 
Buoh members of tho Council as he may 
deem proper to bo standing committees for 
any purposes which ho considers would bo 
better regulated and managed by meanB of 
suoh committees. 

But the proceedingsof all such Committees 
shall bo subject to tho approval of tho Coun- 
il, and no debt may bo contracted or money 
oxpended by the authurity of or at tho direc- 
tion of any suoh Committee in exooss of fifty 
dollars at a timo, unloas first sanctioned by 
tho Council in a manner provided by the 
statute, or by-law or resolution of the 
Council. 

Subaootion (o) of Sect ion 21 of tho Munici- 
pal Act, 1892, iB Idontical with tho abovo 
oubaoction of tho oity by-law. 

It is to bo hopod thab after this Commit- 
tees of tho City Council will koop tho abovo 
provision, bot'a of tho Municipal Aot, 1892, 
and tho city by-laws, in mind ; and it is also 
to bo hoped that tho City Council will keep a 
sharp lookout aB to how the people's monoy 
is expended aud require tho standing com- 
mittees to consult them, aB tho law diroots, 
respecting all expenditures over fifty dollars. 
It is hard to undorstand how this provision 
of -the law could have boon losb sight of for 
a single moment by tho City Council aB a 
whole or the n'emhors of Committeoa.

SOUND DOCTRINE. 

The oontraot of tho syndicate whioh bus 
undertaken to Bupply the United States 
Governmont with gold whenever and aa of 
ton as tho reserve gets below tho safety line 
terminates on tho 1st of October. The Gov- 
ernment will thon bs placed atriotly on 
its own resources to find gold with whioh to 
redeem its paper. This fsc5, as Harper's 
Weekly pertinently observes, reawakens 
discussion on tho ourrenoy iBBue. That pa 
per, in a clear and well roasoned article, 
shows that until tho United States Govern 
ment withdraws from banking the business of 
the country will not be on a firm foundation 
and tho confidence of the people in the 
soundness of the currency system will not 
be completely restored. It says : 

In the transactions off the government 
with the syndicate, and of the syndicate 
with investors and speculators, the eseential 
weakness of the government aa a banker has 
been so fully demonstrated that nothing but 
wilful ignorance or inherent folly can now 
deny that the Treasury ought to go cut of 
the banking business. Tho situation, as il- 
lustrated by the ayndioate contract and 
operations, is thia : The government, 
having a large amount of outstanding paper 
and an insufficient revonue in gold, was com 
polled to proteot tho reserve which tradition 
and praoticn had declared to be essential to 
the maintenance of the oredit of the paper. 
It had no' power to do this. It could not 
demand that its debtors should pay it in gold 
coin. It oould not aell exchange at such 
prices aa would make tho exportation of 
gold unprofitable, nor could it increase 
tho rato of interoBt in order to tempt 
foreigners to lend thoir gold in tho United 
States. It could not oven persuade tho 
banka that owe their existence to it to part 
with their own gold in order that tho 
Treasury might be replenished through tho 
payment of customs duties in gold. In a 
word, it had bankers' obligations, bub not 
bankers,' powers or facilities. Therefore lb 
felb itself compelled to employ a syndicate 
of powerful bankers to work for it, and in 
order to accomplish this object Secretary 
Carlisle felb obliged to pay a high prloe for 
tho aervices of the bankers. Thoro is a good 
dual of Iooee talking aa to the wrong done 
to tho country by those who placed tho 
Treasury in the power of thia rich syndi- 
cate. Tho only body that is responsible for 
the folly of it Ib Congreaa. 

So long aB there is Government paper in 
circulation for which gold may be inBtantly 
domanded, so long will tho prosperity of tho 
country and tho aolvonoy of the Treasury he 
threatened. It is said that tho fundamental 
cause of tho Troaaury's difficulties is lack of 
ro"onue. It is truo that tho ro venues of tho 
Govornmont have recently been amallor 
than its expenditures, but thoro haa never 
boon a timo when the then existing de- 
ficiency might not have boon mot from the 
Treasury cash, counting the reserve on hand 
aa part of tho cash. Moreovor, thoro aro 
signs that tho rovonuoa will Boon bo aufficiont 
to onablo tho Treasury to moot all ita cur- 
reub demands, Even if it were truo thab 
tho main difficulty lay in tho laok of rovonuo, 
it is also truo that tho dlffioulty has boon 
incroaaod and tho situation made moro 
embarrassing by tho oxiBtonco of tho meanB 
whereby the Treasury haB been deploted of 
gold. If thoro were no greenbacks and 
Treasury notos, thoro would bo no need of a 
gold rosorvo, and tho lack of revenues 
might have boon easily mot from tho surplus 
in the Treasury. In thab ovont there would 
havo boon no attack upon tho Govornmont'a 
oredit, no alarm loading to a panic, and no 
inoreaso of tho public debt and of tho Gov- 
ernment's interest ohargo. Thoreforo tho 
full duty of Congress ia to gab rid of the 
Government paper, and to oatablish a bank- 
ing aystom whioh shall bo ontlrely inde- 
pendent of the Government, and which, at 
all events, ahull nob bo in a position to 
worry and embarrass the TreaBury by in- 
sisting on tho strict porformanoe of all it: 
obligation, while declining any aid not do- 
manded by tho strict iottor of tho law. 

With such round toaohing aa this ib is a 
.little difficult to undorstand how ib is that so 
mauy people in the United States aro ready 
to embrace tho wild and fantastic financial 
dootrinos preaohed by ourrenoy onthuslasts 
and theorists of one kind and another. 
Harper's Wookly points out the road to fin- 
ancial soundness and buolnosu stability, and 
lb is to bo hopod that a vory largo proportion 
of tho elootora will aocopb tho guidance of 
men who hold tho doctrines which ib toaohos. 
Ib ia a roproaoh to tho intelligence of tho 
people of tho United Statea thab thoir Gov

REPUBLICAN TYRANNY. 

Republicanism and liberty in South and 
Central America aro nob synonymous. They 
aro in fact often tho very oppoaito. Repub- 
licanism there frequently meanB tyranny, and 
tyranny of a grindirg and brutal kind. This 
is what took place in the Republic of Hon- 
duras not long ago. That Republic waa, as 
ropublios somotimos are, hard up. The 
President wanted to raise the wind vory 
badly.. But his oredit, or rather tho credit 
of his Govornmont, was at a vory low ebb. 
He and hiB colloagueB in the Government 
wore just a littlo too well known by the mon 
eyed mon of the country. Bat monoy he 
must havo. A rich furmor in the country 
was approached. An attompt to negotiato 
a loan with him of $100,000 was made. 
Bat tho farmor, Mr. Maximo Saoohez, 
would not liaton to tho Govorninent'a 
agent. He had uo monoy to lend the Gov- 
ernment of Honduras. When ib waB found 
that Mr. Sanohez was not Equeezablo ho waa 
haled for his olosciiatednesa before somo tri 
banal, found guilty of an cfTenco— goocluees 
knows what — and condemned to sweep tho 
Btreota wearing a ball and chain, and to pay 
a fine of $1,000 a day until ho hunda ovor 
tho amount demanded by the needy Govern- 
ment. This is republicanism in Honduras. 
Tho country haa been in name a ropublio for 
sixty years, bub It has boon ruled by differ- 
ent gangs of unscrupulous politicians who 
did pretty much as they liked. When ono 
gang waB driven from power by another 
garg equally unscrupulous the pooplo ex- 
perienced no change. They wero nob, in 
fact, So for self-governmenb, and wore, thore- 
foro, an easy prey to schemers and oxtor 
tionera.

THE GREAT YACHT RACE. 

The race between the Defender and Val- 
kyrie III cornea off to-day, wind and 
weather permitting. Judging by all that 
haa been writton about this race, both in 
Europe and America, it is only natural to 
conolude that a very considerable propor- 
tion of tho population of both continents 
tako a lively interest in the race. The 
rivalry is, however, supposed to bo between 
Great Britain and tho United States, the 
Valkyrie representing tho British and the 
Defender the Americana. But to an out- 
sider who knows littlo or nothing about tho 
technicalities of ship building and yaohting 
it ia hard to Beo in what the rivalry conslatB. 
It ia not between a yacht essentially British 
and one peculiarly American. As far aa wo 
can learn there iB nothing national in oithor 
of tho raoing sloops. They are two vory ex- 
pensive toys built especially for raoing pur- 
poses, and there Is nothing like them to bo 
found In the working orafb of oithor Groat 
Britain or the United States. Tha oonteat 
la not botweon ciwb of the different 
nationalities, for wo find that although tho 
orow of the Valkyrie may bo altogether 
British, the orow of the Defender, like tho 
crows of most American vosboIs, is made up 
of men of different nations. Ib sooms to us 
thab whichovor voaaol wins tho nation to 
whioh ita ownor or owners bolong will havo 
vory littlo cause to boast. 

Tho Valkyrie is more liko an old fashioned 
British voaaol, aB tar as tho material of which 
she Ib constructed is concerned, than tho 
Dofendor iB liko an old fashioned American 
sloop. Tha Valkyrie is a composite vessol 
with steol frames and a wood ahoathlng. 
She is strong and. aervlooablo, and is likoly 
to keep in good condition if taken proper 
care of for a long timo, 

Tho Dofendor, aa far aa tho material of 
which aho is made goes, is like nothing 
atloat. She is a motal boat. In tho con- 
struction of hor underwator body 5 IB man- 
ganese bronzo platino and brass castings 
on Bteol framoB were used. Tho top-aides and 
deck frames arc of aluminum — tho motal of 
the future In using this motal hor con- 
structor hoped to Bocuro tho groatoat poaai- 
blo degree of strength with tho lowest poaei- 
blo weight. Tho drawback to tho use of al- 
uminum is that it does not stand tho Boa 
water. Owing to tho materials of which she 
ia oonstruotod tho Defondor ia much the 
moro coBtly vosaol of tho two. 

A peculiarity of both bhoso raoing sloops 
la that thoir draft Ib, considering their aizo, 
vory groat indeod. Tho Defondor draws 
nearly twenty feob.of wabor, and tho Val- 
kyrio III about ninotoen. This, tho in- 
itiated assort, bIiowb thab in tho construc- 
tion of tho voasela everything has been 
sacrificed to spood. Tho vossols are racers, 
and nothing else. They havo been very 
properly callod gigantic toys, "for what 
other term," says " Rotaw " in thoMontroal 
Witness, " can be applied to voB8ols thab 
require ovor twenty foot of water to float 
thorn, and havo to bo escorted by a ntoam 
tender whenever they go off an outalde 
raoing course ; boata of ninoty feob on tho

By another of thoao curious evinc'.dennss 
that have marked thoir parallel oit'es, both 
Provost and Falding woro brought back to 
British Columbia yesterday, each having 
been away from tho province an exact fort- 
night. The Victoria registrar was home, 
however, soveral hourB before Falding 
reached the Royal City, As told briefly in 
the Colonist of yesterday, he was arrested 
by Provincial Officer MjRenna at tho Hotol 
do Haro, Rooho Harbor, on Wednesday 
aftornoon, and deciding to waive tho 
formality of extradition, announced that he 
was ready to roturn to Victoria ab once. 
Soon after, Sergoant Langley urrived, having 
started for Siu Juan island with tho pollco 
launch ab about tho same time that Mr 
McKenna lefb Port Townaond with the 
same objective point. Tho party loft tho 
island for Soattlu by tho first stoumer cal- 
ling, and from tho Sound oity came horo by 
the Rosalie yostorduy. Tho only incident of 
tho trip waa the coining on board at 
Port Townaend of Mr. Jennings, an ontor- 
prlsing lawyor and ex district attorney, who 
urged Provost to loavo tho steamer while 
sho waa still in American territory and fight 
extradition to tho bitter end — advico which, 
howover, was not acoopted. 

Provost was arraignod in tho oity police 
court at noon and tho case against him form- 
ally initiatod, two charges of larceny being 
preferred on the information of Mr. F, S. 
Huasey, superintendent of provinoial police. 
Ttip first allegod a thoft from the provlnco 
of $5 201), and tho second an embezzlement 
of $L,500, in round numbero. Neither 
charge was enterod into, tho procoodinga of 
tho day terminating with an application for 
and consent to an adjournment, the date of 
the preliminary hearing being fixed for Tues- 
day next at 2 30 o'clock. As soon as tho 
court proceedings wero over tho accused waB 
returned to a cell at the oity look-up, from 
which ho was during tho afternoon trans- 
ferred to the provincial jail, 

He bears hia diagrace with remarkable 
compoBuro, and has apparently suffered 
neither mentally nor physically during his 
oxile. Whon a member of the Colonist 
staff called upon him yesterday bo apolo- 
gized casually for his surroundings, remark- 
ing with a littlo laugh : 

" This isn't exactly tho sorb of place to re- 
ceive visitors in, ia it?" 

He is looking quite himself, not having, 
aocording to report, shaved clean or other- 
wise alterod his facial appearance In fact 
he is looking hotter than whon last seen 
aboub the law courts, for hiB face doos not 
bear the marks of extromo anxiety and 
worry that it then did. Perhaps it 
is, as one old-time friend accounted for 
it yoatorday, that the orash having 
come and the conoealmont and suspense ter- 
minated, the man who has been more talked 
about during recent weeks than any othor 
in the province feels a load lifted from hia 
mind. 

Ho has not yet decided as to hia course of 
action, but will probably havo reachod a 
conclusion by Monday, having in tho mean 
time talked over his tangled affairs with his 
counsel, Mr. J. A. Aikman. At present ho 
baa little to add to tho known story of his 
flight. In company with a waterfront ao 
quaintanco named Babington — not tho pilot 
—he left horo on the evening of tho 23rd 
ult., sailing out in the darkness from Esqul 
malt, and after spending ton hours on the 
Straits, web to tho skin and their 
boat the plaything of a fierce blow, 
making a landing near Dungencss. 
Leaving that place on tho Monday, us re- 
lated by Mr. H. J. Lipsott, thoy Bpent sev- 
eral days on land and water alternately, 
until their boat waB confiscated by tho 
United States revenue patrol, for not having 
proper papers, and they wore landed on San 
Juan island. There Provost was mado a 
prisonor, while Babington reburnod to Port 
Townaend to reoover if posaiblo hia confis- 
cated craft. 

By the time that tho caso ia callod on 
Tuesday, material alterations will have been 
made in the charge, the informations being 
substituted. They, too, aro laid by Sup 
erlntondent Hussey under section 558 of the 
code, and read as follows : 

" Thab JamoB Charles Provost on or aboub 
the 22nd day of Docembor 1893, at tho oity 
of Viotoria, in the county and province afore- 
said, boing then and thoro employed in the 
sorvico of Hor Majesty, and boing then and 
thoro by virtue of his said employmont in 
possosBion of certain moneys the property 
of Hor Majesty to tho amount of $3,154 49, 
did unlawfully steal tho said moneys." 

And " that JamoB Charles Provost on tho 
21st day of January 181)5. at the city of Vic 
toria, being then and thoro employod in tho 
sorvico of Her Majesty, and being then and 
thoro by virtue of his said employment 
in possession of cortoin moneys tho proper- 
ty of Her Majesty, to tho amount of $824, 
did unlawfully stoal tho said monoys." 

Tho firat of thoso. it will bo noted, goes 
back to Docombor, 1893, about the time it is 
bolioved that Provost's maladministration of 
his office commenced. Othor broaohus of 
trust aro auid to have bcon committed all 
along to a few weeks ago, and those may bo 
mado tho Bubjeota of fresh charges. Still 
othor (are likely to ariBO in connection with 
tho handling of trust funds, in regard to 
which Auditor Goepol has published tho fol- 
lowing : 

" All partlos interested in funds fh tho 
Supremo court at Victoria or in ostatea for 
which James Cbarlos Provost was acting as 
administrator or trustoo, and In respoot of 
whioh any balances may bo duo by him, aro 
requoatod to eupply full partioulara, by lot-

Description of the Big Columbia River 
atevii Wheeler the Steamer 
" Kakuap." 

The " Bawiinioro " Disaster— k Sal- 
mon Ship Damaged in a Gale 
— (ieueral Notes. 

The Columbia and Kootenay Steam Navl. 
gation Co. 'a Bteamer Nakuap, on whloh the 
niombera of the Victoria Board of Trade will 
travel on their tour through tho groat min- 
ing district of Kootonay, ia at onco a credit 
to the owners and designer, and ahows the 
great advance in tho means of transportation 
and travol In the interior of tho provinoe. 
Going on board the Nakusp the first Imprea- 
aion ia the abundant moans of handling 
freight and the ample apace for stowage. On 
her first trip, a wook ago, she carried ten 
cara of freight, most of it bulky, three of 
them furniture, and on hor return from the 
mining camps she carried nino oars of ore nnd 
bullion. The freight deck Is 3i> feot wido 
by 9 feet in height, extending tho whole 
length of tho vessel, except tho Bpaco occu- 
pied by the machinery. The smoking room 
on the upper dock is 37 feet loog by IS feet 
wido, off which uro tho purcer'a office, bar, 
and lavatory. Tho diniDg room is 50 feet 
long by 17 feet wido and 17 feot wido, with 
a gallory on two aides and a double stair of 
easy grade at the further or after ond. 
This atair and its arrangements panelled in 
tho beautiful cedar of tho country is strik- 
ing ia its effect, showing how much thought 
and artistic training havo beon brought tc 
tho design of this splendid hall. The gal- 
lorios on each side are not only beautiful in 
themselves but add to the charm of the 
whole. Off the dining-room aro numerous 
staterooms, and the pantry arraDgemontB 
have all the latest improvements for serving 
the food with dispatch and comfort. Off th£ 
^tileries are staterooms whloh for elegance 
and everything that oan conduce to rest of 
body and mind, cannot bo turpasaod. Tho 
dining tables are 5 feet squaro and six in 
number, set not in a row, but as In a first- 
olasa hotel. Their effect, when set and oc- 
cupied as seen from the gallery, is very fino, 
Afb of the dining-room is the ladles oabin, 
42 feet by 17 feob, a most elegant saloon— 
with every form of ohalr. Off the saloon 
aro snites of staterooms arranged en fa mille 
The roof is carried by a simple form o! truss, 
leaving all the deck spaoe clear. This 
Bteamer being fitted with a " Texas deck " 
one can go along the galleries on either side 
and is enabled to enjoy a splendid view of 
tho country through which tho steamer 
passes. Hero are also most elegant and con- 
venient staterooms for tho captain and 
officers. The maohinery of the Nakusp, 
which onabloa her to olimb the rapid waters 
of the lower Columbia, which amounts 
at what are known as the Kootenay 
rapida, to 7 feet rise in S00 yards, 
and, in the whole distance from Robson, 
where the really rapid water begins, 
to Northporb, a distance of a little over 
fifty miles to a rise of eighty-seven feet, 
consists of two engines eaoh with oylinders 
twen*° inohea in diameter b" aix foot Stroke. 
These drive the Vessel at IfCSen miles per 
hon8e. The vessel is fitted throughout with 
electric lightB> the whole being driven by a 
vortical engine of eleven horse powor._ The 
vessel Is being fitted with steam heating by 
an improved form of radiator. Tho total 
dimensions of the Nikuap are : Langth, 171 
feet ; becm, 33 5 ; depth, 6 3 ; admeaBuring, 
1,083 tone groaa. The model of the vessel is 
flat amidBhipa with very fine lines forward 
and good clearance aft, her draught of 
water being thirty inoheB mean. Tho lumber 
for tho hull, of splendid straight grain, was 
furniahed by the Brunette saw mills, New 
Westminster. For the deck houses and 
other pr,rta by the saw mill company at 
Nakusp. The windows and doora wore 
made by the Vanoouver Sash !c Door Com- 
pany. All the fittings, furniture, etc., aro 
of Canadian manufacture, having been pur- 
chased by J. A. Mara, M.P., director of the 
company, in Toronto and Montreal. Tho 
whole vessel was designed and the construc- 
tion superintended by Captain J. W. Troup. 
THE " BAWNMOKB* A TOTAL, WRECK. 
Fire and not water completed the destruc- 
tion of the tank steamer Bawntnore, saya 
the San Franoisco Call. Not a particle of 
her deck load started, and there was not a 
drop of water in the hold twelve houra after 
she wenb aahore, but whon the wavea beat 
her down to atarboard tho water rushed into 
the cabin and forecastle, and when tho 
hatches came off the soa got Into tho tanks. 
In the after tank there waB a largo quantity 
of lime, and aa soon as tho water reached ib 
tho fUmea broke out. From tank to tank 
tho flames spread, and Boon the hull and 
iron docks woro rod hot. Tho Btreet cars, 
lumber and boats were soon in flimes, and 
although each succeeding soa that broke 
over tho ship would put out the fire, it was 
only temporary. In a letter to a friend, 
Captain Woodeide has this to say: " Bo- 
tweon land sharks and ooa sharkB the B&wn- 
more has hud a pretty bad time of it. The 
former awoopod down from God koows 
where, and everything that lloatod ashore 
they corriod away lawful prizo. They stolo 
our provisions, our clothes, and everything 
thoy could lay tholr bauds on. la fact, I 
believe they would go out and steal tho 
wreck if it were poBsiblo."

SEWER PIPE CONTRACT. 

To the Editor : — Will you permit me a 
few more worda on this matter before it is 
ehelved ; not, I hope, without having taught 
ui one or two ubi ful losBona, aa pointed 
out in your able leadrra on the subject. 
But, sir, there have been statements made 
in this connection which I cannot altogether 
pass over in Bllonoe, boing bb they are pre- 
judicial to thia industry, and liable to mis- 
lead the general public, whose only mean?, 
perhapB, oi forming an opinion on theao 
matters is from what thoy read in the pub- 
lic preaa. 

In tho first place : With regird to the 
quality of pipe manufactured by tho Pottery 
Co. there is no question but that this will 
stand comparison with any pipe ^imported 
into Viotoria either from the United King- 
dom, or the United States, In fact, many 
of our well known contractors who are prac- 
tical mon and are familiar with other well 
known makeB of pipe have frequently told 
me that they consider ours in many reBpeots 
superior. Be thato as It may, there are oor- 
tain proscribed testa to which all-pipe sup- 
plied to the olty Is eubjeoted by Uhe oity 
engineer, and .our pipe passes the tost, 
which is all that need bo said on that sub- 
ject. 

With regard to the material used, our 
pipe is made from Bpoolally aeleoted fire- 
clay imported from tho mines at Welling- 
ton and not as appears to be tho general im- 
pression from the looal hod of clay. In 
faot, I can never understand how any prac- 
tical man could have ever imagined ho could 
make good sewer pipe from the looal clay 
whloh ia utterly unsulted for the purpoBe, 
It ia nearly always a oostly business to es- 
tablish an industry of this nature from the 
faot that all clays In different looalitioB re- 
quire different treatment, which has to be 
found out generally by praotlcal experi- 
ment. And tho erporience of the B. C. 
Pottery Company has proved no exception 
to this rnlo. 

With regard to the priaoa charged to the 
city, these were originally fixed by open 
competition with outBide manufacturers, bo 
I do not boo that anyono has any right to 
complain on that ecoro, If I am correctly 
informed prices generally have dropped 
very considerably alnco we commenced 
manufacturing. I havo heard of 6-Inch plpo 
being charged it 40 eta per foot, or moro 
than doublo the preaont prico of that sizo. 
It la, however, not a fact that tho pottery 
company haB uover offerod to reduco ItB 
prices. I have done bo myself on certain 
iines on several occuoiona. 

In reply to the allogatlon that we havo 
difliculty in obtaining roliable workmen, 
and pay thoso wo have poorly and seldom, 
I would stato that the majority of the men 
working at tho pottery havo done so for a 
cooB'derablo time, some, I boliovo, ninco itB 
commencement ; and I havo certainly no 
reason to consider any of thorn unreliable, 
noither do they, I believe, complain of the 
rate of wages offered and which ia paid 
punctually cvory week. 

In ooncluaion, I havo to thank you on be- 
half of thia company for tho consideration 
you havo shown and the oaaistanco you have 
giv<;n to ito oauBO through tho columna of 
your valuablo paper, I heliovo that every 
rlght-mindod cltlzon of Victoria wishes to 
soo ita nativo industries fostered and on- 
aouraged. Tho experimental and cxpcnBive 
stage of thin industry has now beon paasod, 
and tho B C Pottery la in a position to 
manufacture and supply, of tho boat quality 
and on fafr terms, ovory artlolo requirod by 
tho oity or tho public in its line of huBinoaa

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CHOY WAN'S GUARDIAN. 

Montr Kow's Eight to the Girl's Pos- 
session Confirmed by the 
Court. 

Refuge Home Appeal Agaiust the Order 
Dismissed by Chief Justice 
Davie- 



Choy Wan, the littla Chinese girl over 
whom tho refuge home and Mong Kow havo 
been disputing in the courts, waB handed 
over to Mong Kow as her guardian yostor- 
day. The appor.l against tho ordor con- 
stituting Mod Kow guardian was argued 
before tho Chief Justice yesterday after 
noon, Mr. Fell on behalf of the refuge home 
arguing that the child was really a slave to 
tho Chinaman, while Mr. Atkman for tho 
gnard.'an donied that the girl hud honn 
bought, and hold that there was simply an 
agreement between tho mothor and Mong 
Kow that Uhoy Wan should bo cukon care 
of by Mong Kow till she was sixteen years 
of age, and in return was working for him as 
a nurso girl. 

I i Mr. Fell road two affidavits in support of 
his contention. Tho first was that of the 
girl herself. It stated that she was tho 
youngest of a family of soveu. Sho had no 
recollection of her father or mother, both 
her pirento dying before sho was four years 
old. Her uncle, who was a very poor man, 
sold her when sho was five years old to some 
poopU ro Fat San, near Canton. Then in 
tho filth month of last year she was 
sold by hor owner to Yip Kow, who took 
her to Hongkong and thenco brought her to 
Victoria, whero sho haB olnco boon a slave in 
Mong Kow's family. Hor namo had been 
Ah May in China, bub Mong Kow had 
chanted it Co Choy Wan. Sho hud gone to 
tho refuge home of her own free will beciUBo 
Mong Kow's mother had boaten her 

Tho othor affidavit wan by Miss Sarah 
IJoweB, matron of tho Chinese rofuge home, 
tolling of tho girl's going to tho homo and 
stating that bIio was thero of her own free 
will and was free to leave whenever she 
wished. The refuge huuiu was due a homo 
simply for fallen women, but for all Chinese 
girls and women requiring aid. Of the sovon 
inmates all but ono had boon rescued from 
slavery. 

Mong Kow was put through a long exam- 
ination as a witness. He gavo practically 
the Bame story as lus already been published 
of how ho got tho girl. He had made a sim- 
ple arrangement with the widowed mother, 
who wua vory poor, to look after the girl till 
ahe was sixteen. He had formerly known 
the girl's father in China, thirteen years 
ago. As to a girl he had formerly 
had before Choy Wan came from China, he 
would not say whether ho had bought hor or 
had not bought her. He paid money to hor 
father and when she was Bixteen ho gob her 
a buBband, tho latter giving him §210 to buy 
the trousseau. He did not oxpeot to get 
any money for Choy Wan If she was married 
when she was sixteen. Ho then detailod 
the story of his visit to tho homo and the 
refusal of the peoplo there to allow him to 
take Choy Wan away. 

Mr. Fell said that all slave girls in China 
were made to oall thoir owners mother, 
so that the term was misapplied 
very often. Read betweon the lines 
the evidence of Mong Kow himself showed 
the girl had been bought as a slave. He 
cited tho habeas aorpus ease of the girl Ah 
Guay in 189o before Chief Justioo Begble. 
It was an almost similar caso, and the court 
then refused to take tho girl away from the 
home, deciding that it was not right to tako 
her from one unauthorized custody where 
she wanted to remain, and hand her over to 
another unauthorized ouBtody where she did 
not wish to remain. 'The ex parte proceeding 
by which Mong Kow was appointed guard- 
ian in the present case waa a stop to forestall 
one of the objaotions in tho caso be quoted. 

Mr. Aikman argued that as tho girl had 
been under tho care of tho homo for the last 
few daya, it waB the inlluonce thero that 
made her wieh to remain. It waB a novelty 
to tho child, and no doubt things had been 
made as pleasant as possible so as to induce 
her to remain there. As had been allowod 
in a former caBe, ho uaked that tho 
girl be handed ovor to Mong Kow, hor guar- 
dian, for a few days and then she oonld be 
brought boforo the court and aBkod whether 
ahe would prefer to stay with him, or go 
back to the home. 

Chief JuBtice Davie wished to know if tho 
child showed any signs of ill-treatment, 
physically, and if ahe waa well clad and well 
nourished when she arrived at the home. 

Mr. Fell aaid there waa nothing to com- 
plain of in that respoot as far as tho girl's 
appearance ahowed, 

The Chief Justice in deciding the case said 
that the facta ahowed that Mong Kow had 
adopted the child after ahe camo from 
China. Tho Chinese wero entitled to 
the same protootion in their domestlo 
rolationa us white peoplo. Supposing a white 
child In China had run away from its proper 
guardian and gono to a refuge conducted by 
Chinese. What would white poople say if 
some Chinese tribunal gave it over to tho 
Chinese institution inBtead of delivering it 
to ita white custodians 1 Tho proceeding 
would bo donounood as un outrage. So 
in the present case, it would he a moat mon- 
strous thing that, because tho child had got 
a whipping and had consequently run away 
to a refuge kept by white people, a British 
court should deny the ChinoBO ouBtodlan the 
possession of hor. Tho refuge homo was a 
moat worthy inatttution, but it waa better 
for tho child to remain among people of her 
own nationality than to force her to bo 
brought up by allona to hor pooplo. The oourt 
confirmed the order oonBtituting Mong Kow 
guardian of Choy Wan, and directing that 
ahe be produced before the court one weok 
from date. At tho request of Mr. Foil, 
his lordBhip promised to give a written 
judgment.

FROM CHINA. AND JAPAN. 

The N. P. LIw>r "Taconm" Arrives After an. 
Uneventful PasBago Lastlug Six- 
teeu Ubj'b. 

After complying with the Dominion 
quarantine regulations at William Head, 
the Northern Pacifio steamship Tacoma en- 
tered porb between S and 9 o'clock last 
evoning. Her voyage from Yokohama was 
uneventful ; the weather was fioo anl the 
only aall sighted was that of a aealer hoading 
this way, presumably from the Copper 
ialanda. J. Campbell, the newly appointed 
purser of the Taooraa, givea the following 
statement of the trip : " Lef » Yokohama on 
the 20th of August, and for tho first two or 
three days had heavy fqualls and head seae, 
utter whioh the weather cleared up 
and remained tine during the reBt of tho 
voyage. The ISOth meridian was oroseod on 
tho 28th ulb., and Raeo RookB was rounded 
at 4:30 p.m. yesterday." Purser Campbell 
was a olerk in the office of Fairfield & Co.'s 
shipbuilding works, England, and was sent 
out to the Hanghow, one of tho N. P. Co. 'a 
newly chartered vessols. In this, hotvover, 
he was disappointed, tho Hangbow hu.ving 
but recently struck in a typhoon, attaining 
considerable damage. Her repairs are Btill 
In progresB at Yokohama, and when com- 
pleted she Will probably bo tho 
beBt paBsongor steamer on the line. 
For Victoria the Tanurna brought twelve 
passengers all told, thero being aevon Japs, 
eii Chinamen aDd one European. For Ta- 
coma the steamer has twelye Chinese and 
one Jap, and as saloon pasBengers, J. Hog 
gan- Armadale, J. L. Boybe, and J- E. 
Hitching. Tbo first mentioned is a theatri- 
cal man, formerly a member of Henry Irv 
ing's Lyceum Co., who ia retaroing to Eng- 
land afbor a very successful season's work in 
the Orient. J. L. Boybo ie a mlession- 
ary returning from inland China. 
The Tacoma having loft Yokohama three 
days before the Empressof China, which ar- 
rived on Sunday, brings no later news 
Her Victoria cargo haB already beoD pub- 
lished, and the consignments of tea which 
form the bulk of her other freight are about 
the laat shipments of thia year's crop.

The ColeBtial, whoso name la not given, 
bad boon caught in tho act of breaking into 
Voith & Borland's storo at the ForkB, and 
formally oommibted by Mr. William Sti. 
plicriaon, tho government agent and resi- 
dent justiao of the peace. The attempt at 
robbery had baen made on tho night of 
August 21, and nine days later the prisoner 
managed to cut his way out of the coll and 
make gncid his escape, taking with him Con- 
stable liaiu's revolver, a hatchet and several 
other artioles belonging to the jail. 

Tho osoapo was quiokly discovered, and 
Bain gave ahase in the darkness, coming up 
with tho Chinaman within an hour. The 
fugitivo made no hostile move until the 
officer was (juite near, and thon oponod flro 
upon htm point blank with his own re- 
volver. After two shots, both of which 
were dangerously and unpleasantly closo, 
the Chinaman turnod and bounded into tho 
bush. 

Roalizing that nothing could bo done until 
morning Constable Bain laid hiB plans to 
again take up the chaso on the coming of 
daylight. Tho trail of tho fugitive indicated 
that ho was making for Beaver lake, and the 
offioer by taking another routo and riding 
hard managed to reaoh the objootive point 
in advance of his man. At Beaver lake the 
government agent, Mr. Stephoneon, joined 
forcoa and the track wai again ploked up, 
showing that tho fugitivo was still making 
for tho lake. 

Having veriSod Constable Bain's theory, 
tho country being a -ma»t> • diiEoulb ono to 
work in, the pursuers gob between tho 
fugitive and tho lako, Bain taking up a post 
tion on tho road bridge over whioh the 
escaped prisonor would bo obliged to pass, 
while Stephenaon went on to tho lako, post- 
ing men at acvoral intermediate points, 

Two houra later tho Chinaman reached 
the bridge, and on being ordered to give 
himsolf up, again opened lire on Bain with 
that officer's revolver. 

In rosponBe Bain fired a Bhot with his 
Winchester ovor tho Chinaman's hoad, 
thinking this would frighten him and put 
an end to hostilities. 

Tho only result was, howovor, that the 
Coleetlal took more careful aim, and seeing 
that his life waa the hazard of tho game 
Bain Bonb a ride bullet through the man's 
thigh, at a polnb a little below tho hip. 

He was then secured and his wound at 
tended to by Dr. Watt, who found that 
though painful it was nob likely to prove 
seriouB. The prisoner ie now progressing 
favorably, and unless the unexpected hap- 
pens, will be quite sufficiently recovered to 
stand bis trial at Clinton on the 20th.

Tins was followod by 
a cry of agony from the direotion in which 
ho shot, and Rountroe, in groat alarm, 
rushing over to tho spot, found Williams 
lying on tho ground with blood flowing from 
a wound in tho loft Bide of tho neck.
